This Indian Standard will supersede 1S 5387 : 1969. 


Stillage”s are a very flexible way of transporting goods. It's possible to adapt the pallet to work 
vvith many different needs vvithin your vvarehouse. 


Stillage”s are also a very safe vvay of transporting goods vvithout needing to load or unload them 
at regular intervals. That means saved time for your business, and a much safer working 
environment for your employees. 


Usually, stillage”s are stacked up on top of each other so that they use up less space than other 
forms of container. It's a good way of ensuring minimal risk of damage to the contents of the 
stillage, and without any risk of spillage disrupting your working environment. 


Overall, this means that the time taken to load and unload your products is reduced. 


This standard has been prepared to help the material handling by using stillages of standard 
dimensions which will enable the efficient use of standard trucks, such as stillage trucks. 


The composition of the Committee responsible for the formulation of this standard is given in 
Annex A. 


For the purpose of deciding vvhether a particular requirement of this standard is complied vvith, 
the final value, observed or calculated expressing the result of a test or analysis, shall be rounded 
off in accordance with 1S 2 : 2022 “Rules for rounding off numerical values (second revision). 
The number of significant places retained in the rounded-off value should be the same as that of 
the specified value in this standard.

DIMENSIONS FOR STILLAGES 


( First Revision ) 


1 SCOPE 


1.1 This standard covers the main 
dimensions of stillages which will enable 
easy and efficient transportation of goods by 
standard stillage trucks. 


2 TERMINOLOGY 


2.1 For the purpose of this standard, the 
follovving definition shall apply. 


2.2 Stillage 


A stillage may be defined as an unitized load 
supporting platform designed primarily for 
horizontal movement of load and not for 
stacking one unit load directly on to another, 
consisting of a deck supported on legs or 
bearers vvith uninterrupted space betvveen 
them so as to allovv stillage truck to enter 
underneath the stillage and raise it off the 
ground sufficientiy for transportation. 


3 DIMENSIONS AND TOLERANCES 


3.1 Free Height of Stillage (A4) 


The free height of the stillage taken under 
the deck is related to the maximum height A 
of the stillage truck devised to handle the 
stillage (see Fig 1).

3.2 Minimum Free VVidth of the Stillage 
(Bu) 


The minimum free width, Bı, measured 
between the feet of stillage, is related to the 
maximum width, B of the elevating frame of 
the truck (see Fig. 1).
